HOW THE WORK IS PROGRESSING. 


Much Machinery Already on the Ground. 


How The Quarry Has Formerly been 


Worked. Two Hundred Men 


to be Employed. 


The new Adams marble quarry mill 13 


nearly completed by D. B. Cook's work- 
men. Seven mechanics will be started 
upon the work Monday. The boilers are 
set up and several of the machines arc in 
place. The engine purchased of W. B. 
Plunkett, which was formerly used in the 
twine mill is in poor repair and J. Lee of 
Hartford, Conn., will spend two or three 
weeks getting it in proper shape. To one 
who does not understand the art of mar- 
ble quarrying, it is an interesting thing to 
visit the place, and have the whole method 
explained by Manager Dollar who very 
kindly showed the workings to thsTRAN- 
SCJIIPT man. 


The stone lies differently from the ordi- 


nary marble, being for a great part above 
the surface aud extending to the height 
of ISO feet above the mill, f his is not the 
natural position of marble and Manager 
Hollar said that the stone must have been 
thrown to the present position by an 
eruption many years ago, 
-This affords 


many benefits as the stone can be quarried 
cheaper and to better advantage over the 
under-surfaoe deposits. In-the] first place 
there is no need of pumps for removing 
water, of hoisting power for tHe removal 
of stone or rubbish, and last but not least, 
blocks of any size can be'procured with 
certainty. 
At the top of thOjhuge stone 


mound, a boiler and another engine have 
been placed and a large derric^: to lower 
the blocks of stone will be set. Another 
derrick will be set lower down. 
These 


derricks are extremely large, standing 
seventy-five feet high and being guaran- 
teed to bear twenty tons. 


The stone will first be quarried from 


the front and a high precipice will be left 
behind to afford protection to the work- 
men during the coming winter. 
In the 


spring, the rear portion will be brought 
down to a level with the front and by 
another winter the bed now to be worked, 
will have been lowered to a point where 
no such protection is necessary. 


That the stone to be-quarried is of a 


superior quality has been recognized by 
the many authorities by whoni tests have 
been made. Top rock, as the top part of 
a bed is called, is supposed to be poor but 
that found in the Adams quarry, while by 
no means as good as the stone under- 
neath, compares favorably with the best 
production of any marble company in the 
country. Some fifty years ago the place 
was worked on a small scale, by different 
parties, not because it was waible but be- 
cause it was a remarkably good stone. 
It was even brought to Fittsfield by team, 
and some was need in the Hoosac tunnel 
construction and in the Fitchburg rail- 
roan bridge running over a North Adams 
street. The caps on the Renfrew com- 
pany's old Broadly mill built almost sixty 
years ago is of marble from this place and 
it is still as clean looking as when it1 was 
first finished. 


A little later, the corporation intends 


to run a cable road to the Boston and Al- 
bany tracks. When everything is run- 
ning at full head they expect to employ 
200 men. 


Water for drinking purposes and use in 


the boilers is conveyed by pipe from a 
spring on the mountain side. 


Manager Dollar has a twenty year lease 


of the whole meadow in which the quarry 
is located from Buel E. Cole for twenty 
years.

Steven's who was found on the old ball 
ground in Williamstown early this morn- 
ing suffering from the effects of a large 
dose of chloral. Mrs. Stevens is a native 
of England, and came to this country 
about three years ago. For some itime 
she was employed at the Duncan house in 
Williamstown, but for the past four or 
five weeks has been employed as cook at 
Mrs. Wardwell's. She has had the chloral 
habit for a number of years, but used it in 
small quantities. 
She became dissat- 


isfied with 
her 
place, 
and 
Friday 


took an extra large dose and was found 
lying on the floor. Mrs. Wardwell, sup- 
posing that the woman was under the in- 
fluence of liquor, sent for Constable W. O. 
Adams. Mr. Adams did not think the 
woman was drunk and so Dr. Woodbridge 
was sent for, and, as he knew the nature 
of her trouble, it was arranged to have 
her taken to the hospital on the 2 o'clock 
stage. But when the stage came for her 
she had disappeared. Friday night she 
returned to the house and in going about 
fell down the cellar stairs. She struck on 
her head and received a very black eye 
and her forehead was badly swollen. Sat- 
urday morning she took another dose and 
left the house about 5 o'clock.Shewandered 
across College hill and lay down under a 
tree on the old campus where she was 
found about 6.30 o'clock. She was taken 
into the college carpenter shop and cared 
for, 
and at 9 o'clock was taken to the 


North Adams hospital. She said that she 
had no friends in this country and that 
she was very much discouraged and that 
she would soon take a dose that would 
put an end to her trouble. She said that 
she did not procure the drug in Williams- 
town but sent to Albany for it. It is 
stated on good authority that the woman 
has a husband and son living in England 
who are not all they should be, and this 
probably accounts for her condition. She 
appears to be about forty years old. The 
doctors say she will recover from the 
evil effects of the drug within a few days.

WATER 
SUPPLY. 


HOW PROF. HARRIS' FIGURES ARE AC- 


CEPTED BY THE PEOPLE. 


Another Investigation 
May be Made. 


Pumps Will Not be Stopped. 


Tha purity of the water supply and the 


adequacy of it are two things very strongly 
agitating the public mind of this town. 
The result of Prof. Harris' analysis is a 
surprise to many who cannot see why the 
artesian well water did not give such 
analysis on previous occasions when it 
was submitted to chemists. 
No one 


doubts the professor's conclusions in the 
matter, but some believe that the particu- 
lar time at which the sample was taken 
or some pther circumstance has had a 
good deal to do with the results given by 
Mr. Harris. The action of the board of 
health is commended though the state- 
ment that the well water is so far within 
danger lines is discredited by not a few. 


Just what the prudential committee 


will do cannot be ascertained. It is un- 
derstood that it will take steps to havo 
investigations made for itself. Some of its 
members do not think that the well 
water would at this time give results from 
an analysis that would bo called danger- 
ous. 
It is not understood that there is 


any idea of stopping the pumps. The 
question, admitting that the water at 
present is as impure as it is reported to 
be, is whether it is better to allow the 
town to do without water or allow the 
pumps to continue and give a plentiful 
supply that can be safely used with a lit- 
tle caution.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA OUTRAGE. 


There is now in process in South Caro- 


lina an attempt by the white citizens of 
that state to oppress and dcf fade its ne- 
gro citizens, and citizens of negro descent, 
that should arouse Northern indignation 
and interest to a iruch greater degree 
than it seems to be doing. 1 his apparent 
indifference, however, is not without its 
parallel in our past. The evil of legalized 
slavery in theSouth was slow to touch the 
moral sense of the North. Tt was partic- 
ularly slow to impress the Christian feel- 
ing of the North as expiessed by its 
churches and expounded from their pal- 
pits. Here and 
there 
:< prominent 


preacher like Theodore Parker or Beecher, 
themselves looked at it littls askance by 
the orthodoxy of their time, lifted a pro- 
phetic voice in favor of national right- 
eousness, and in warning against national 
sin, but the churches as a body not only 
did not lead in the strugglo for liberty, 
bat were among the apologists and even 
defenders of a wickedness and wretched- 
ness that now would power) ully appeal to 
the sympathies and enlfel the eifoi'l of 
the least sensitive 
and enlightened 


Northern citizenship. The business of 
the North was alike indifferent. William 
B. Robinson, the " Warringlou" of the 
Springfield Republican, stalled at Lowell 
in this state th« Lowell American, and iu 
it advocated »he free s>oil cause. 
Al- 


though he ran it most economically, 
Betting type himself as well as furnishing 
its copy, although his household—which 
included a. mother-in-law i u addition to a 
wife and several children too young to 
help in its support—was maintained upon 
less than four hundred dollars a year, and 
although he came to be a fterwards con- 
sidered by some the ablest, and generally 
one of the ablest journalists of Massa- 
chusetts, and to have great and conspicu- 
ous influence in the councils of the 
Republican party in this state, yet in the 
city of Lowell he could not maintain 
his paper because of the cotton Interest 
of its industry, and, within less than four 
years, had to give up its publication, witu 
tome two thousand dollars indebtedness 
upon it, which he afterwards paid from 
subsequent earnings of his labor. And 
yet, not many years afterwards, the busi- 
ness interests of Lowell, and the pulpits 
of Northern churches were eager for the 
overthrow of what " Warrington" de- 
nounced, so that the time may be reason- 
ably expected, even if elk taut, when the 
present Iniquity in Soutt Carolina umy 
Oame to its due oondcmuat ion. 


Because this is but the present phase of 


an old evil. All the serious troubles of 
the nation have been sectional, and have 
been based upon the rights of labor. For- 
merly it was held to .be right to enslave 
this when found with a black skin, or 
•with a white skin if tainted with Negro 
blood. In furtherance of this view Texas 
was annexed, the Mexican war was 
fought, Kansas was struggled for, and the 
rebellion was attempted. In all this, the 
anslavement of labor was found to aflect 
the rights and future oj' the labor that 
was not enslaved, and this, full as much 
as the moral issue, determined the atti- 
tude ofthe North, and opened its eyes to 
the undesirableness of selling human 
beings like cattle, and destroying homes 
by separating husbands from wives and 
parents from children. The realization 
of this aroused the moral feeling, but the 
turning the eyes to sec it was much the 
work of Helf-interest. And so it is certain 
to be iu due time with the present phase 
of this persistent oppression of labor. 


For, in the end, the cau-ie of labor is une, 


not in this country alom but the world 
over. Disadvantages thst aSect the price 
of labor in any part of the world, now 
affect the earnings of labor everywhere, 
in this town of North Adams as well ab iu 
the South, and when this cSect is clear 
enough and oppressive enough there will 
come a movement for reuef; so the ulti- 
mate foHune of the negroes of South 
Carolina is secure in the general and 
rasistless and nove •jeasii ig march through 
the slow centuries of the masses of men 
everywhere toward fuller rights and hap- 
pier 
homes. 
Today 
the 
degrada- 


tion of labor in India em ployed in cotton 
manufacture brings want to the homes of 
the cotton spinners of Lancashire in Eng- 
land. 
Today the degradation of the 


negro labor of tioutii Carolina may not 
tsem in any way to affect the labor of 
this town. Still this is not so absolutely 
certain, for the corporal ions of Massachu- 
setts have already begun to ask our legis- 
lature for leave to transfer a portion at 
least of their business to the South partly 
because of cheaper labor there. But be 
this as it may, God is not mocked in these 
days without penalty, any more than in 
the past. All oppression must be paid for, 
and the scales of infinite justice weigh 
wrongs to full measure. It may be of our 
children's children that this payment 
will be asked, but paid an the end it must 
and will be.

privilege, as he should still appear when 
viewed in his true character. 


"Referring to this view—wholly un- 


worthy of a great and patriotic people- 
constructions have been t put upon the 
laws, wise and just in themselves, by and 
under which burdens and restrictions 
have been imposed upon those Illy able 
to stand up under them. The just pro- 
visions authorized havo been grudgingly 
dealt out, as though the laws passed in the 
Interests of the pensioner as a just recog- 
nition of the obligations of the country 
were criminal laws, to be slightly con- 
strued, and the public beneficiaries thereof 
were public enemies or parasites, seeking 
admission to tha treasury of the United 
States."

Bank States Bis Case. 


Wly He Was Surrendered by 


His Bondsmen. 


Thinks That the Bank Could Have Paid Dollar 


For Dollar If Undisturbed. 


KXETEB, N. H., Sept. 14.—Warren F. 


Putnam, president of tho defunct National 
Gruiiite State bank, who was surrendered 
by his bondsmen, was brought here yester- 
day and lodged In Exeter jail, awaiting a 
hearing before the United States court on 
an appeal from » sentence of five years in 
the at at.) prison for alleged embezzlement. 


When t»sked about his being surrendered 


by his bondsmen, Mr. Putnam said: 
"When Mr. Patten of Kingston went on 
my bond, I told him I would stand ready 
to give myself up any time ho asked mo 
to do so. 


"About a week ago by engage ment I 


met Mr. Patten in Boston, and he said he 
was about to go west, where he had an in- 
valid sister living. Ho did not know how 
long ha would roiunin, and desired to be 
released ou my bond. I thereupon went 
to Manchester and gave myself up. I had 
no one iu view tlicu to go on tlio bond, 
but hope some of my friends may assist 
me, as it may bo several months before 
my case comes up nr the United Status 
court. 


''The verdict of the jury was a surprise 


to my counsjl nud to every one else, and 
I have hail no doubt of being able to get 
free. 
I have been engaged of late in 


business and wi rldng hard, expecting to 
eat'u money to pay my lawyer vvuo is em- 
ployed on my c»s>e. Sinus leaving Exeter 
I have lost all I had—mother, sister—and 
even my furniture, which I had stored, 
was destroyjd by fire. 


"1 have been bi ought to the Exoter jail 


at my own request, being askcJ. by the 
marshal which jail I preferred jeing taken 
to. Some people thought 1 disliked to 
come to Exeter. Well, I did, for various 
reasons aud Past Associations. 


"As I was brought to the jail, I saw ouo 


of my former horses being worked in a 
pottery yard, aiul it made mo feel bad to 
goby my old liomo and see my woods all 
cut down, and the house where mv mother 
aud sister had Ih ed with me. I shall be 
glad to see auy of my old friends, and I 
hope in time 10 be justly vindicated. 


"I was cliiugcd with not returning a cer- 


tain $3i 0 bond which belonged to the bank, 
and I had tendered a $1000 bond to the rc- 


i elver in eicnnnse for the $oOO one, but he 
refused to accept anything but the iden- 
tical bond called for. I had $20,000 ill 
bonds belong us to the bank, aud re- 
turned to him <al but this one for $500, 
which I could not und. 
Why, I have 


taken twice that number of bonds from ttto 
bank, as 1 was entrusted to handle that part 
of the business for tha bank. I could havo 
at any time taken ?100,OJO worth, which I 
had deposuud in Boston tor the bank, had 
I been so inclined. 


"I don't believe there was auy need of 


the bank failing, aud I have no doubt that 
if it had kept -,n it would have paid dollar 
for dollar. Ic has been uphill pulling for 
me, but I hope aud believe it will come 
out all right m time.^

THE STATE OF TRADE 


A3, Told by Bradstreet's and Dun's 


Weekly Kaviews, 


Improvement Noted in the 


South and. Southwest. 


But Litllo Confidence Placed In the Gov- 


ernment's Crop Report. 


NBW YORK, Sept. 14.—Bradstrfet's today 


says: The week is characterized in trade 
cirsles by an unexpected, but no less pro- 
nounced, improvement south and south- 
west. This Ig reflected at markets from 
which supplies are distributed to these 
regions. 


Eelatively, unfavorable features are 


found in a quieter tone in dry goods job- 
bing circles; a check to seasonable trade 
throughout the central west, duo to the 
unusual heat; low prices for men's wear 
woolens, and an unsatisfactory outlook, 
due to the depressed quotations abroad; 
only moderate orders for domestic woolen 
manufactures; cancellation of a few Ne- 
braska general merchandise orders at 
Chicago, and the somewhat critical posi- 
tion of the American tin plate industry, 
owing to the heavy advance in price of 
tin plato bars, without a corresponding 
increase iu the price of tin plate. 


As Viewed by Dun tt Co. 


R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly re- 


view of trade, say: A slight setViack, 
which may mean much or nothing, ac- 
cording to the final outcome of the crops, 
is not unexpected this season. 


If the government crop reports were 


correct, the situation would not bo ui- 
couraging. But not much confidence is 
placed in tho reduced estimate of corn, 
none at all in tha estimate of wheat, and 
even the mo I enthusiastic bulb do not 
think it worth while to quote the govern- 
ment report/ as to cotton. 


Tho fact is that we arc beginning to 


market not far from S.iiOO.OOO.OOO bushels 
of corn, though 
only about 500,000,009 


bushels will be moved from the counties 
where ic is grown; about/ 450,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, of which tho farmers are un- 
wisely holding back a large proportion, 
und about 7,200,000 bales of cotton to add 
to the stocks carried over. 


The wheat crop is evidently larger than 


the department has estimated, though no- j 
body knows how much larger, and is com- ' 
ing forward with more encouraging ra- 
[ 


pidity, no less than o,773,173 bushols hav- 
ing been received at wes.eru ports, against 
6.446,001 bushels for tho same week last 
year, from a much larger crop. 


The farmers have undoubtedly been 


keeping back wheat under an agreement 
among themselves, but it does not seem a 
profitable Operation for them. The price 
declined sharply, about 3 cents a bushel, 
with little Indication of recovery. 


The price of corn bus also yielded, 


with a strong prospect of the largest crop 
ever grown, and at 88 cents at Now York 
a large proportion of the crop will be uf 
little profit to farmers. 


If we are to have a large crop of grain 


and small orop of cotton it is natural to 
infer that manufacturers may find large 
transactions at the west, but not at the 
south. 
In the Industrial World. 


The largest output of pig iron ever 


known, 191,039 tons, is apparently sup- 
ported by a reduction of 64,000 tons iu 
stocks of pig'iron unsold, but the fact that 
the great steam companies have taken 
large quantities, which are not included 
in the official statement, renders the ac- 
count of stocks less valuable. 


The market for finished products is a 


little weaker! with indications of hesita- 
tion on the part of buyers at Philadelphia 
and Pittsburg, although ])»ices on tho 
whole are fairly maintained. There is 
great pressure for delivery of structural 
products aud plates, but bar iron is still 
quoted at Pittsburg at 1.4S cents and tank 
steel at 1.10 cents. 


The rapid* shipments of Marquctte ore 


during the past week have some influence 
upon prices of bessemer products. 


Nothing of importance has occurred iu 


tho minor metals, though tin has boen 
stronger at times, with London buying, 
and copper has been helped by the report 
of a big sale o£ lake at 12Ji cents. 


Transactions in boots and shoes are 


rather disappointing. 'While the shipments 
continue large—162,870 cases for two weeks 
of September, against lOS.Ol1* last year—the 
marked weakness in hides tends to hinder 
buying. Western hltles are offered at 3}£ 
cents, which sold at 9Ji cents two weeks 
ago, and manufacturers 
imagme that 


prices of leather and boots and shoes will 
have to recede. Orders at present are very 
narrow. 


Cotton goods have been strong, with a 


comparatively good market for raw cot- 
ton, but at the close a decline is indicated, 
because the market for raw cotton has 
shown much weakness. 


Sales of wool have been 0,147,900 pounds 


for the week, against 11,311,800 pounds for 
the same week in 1893, and there are in- 
dications that the domestic market is quite 
overloaded by the speculative purchases 
made some time ago. The manufacturers 
are by no means able to disregard the 
heavy importations of foreign goods, which 
have taken away a considerable share ot 
their traffic.
